As the 
principal is reduced by payments thereon from tin 
sinking fund, the necessary tax levy will become les 
and, even though the total assessed value did no 
grow one dollar in the next twenty years, the rate o 
levy require cl for the last year would be only six cent* 
on the $100. 
But it is quite probable that when the valuations 
for this year are certified by the State 
Board of 
Equalization, Sedalia's total assessed value will b( 
nearer eight than seven million dollars, in which 
. event the first year's tax rate would be only IO cents 
It is also trite that this city’s assessed value has aboil 
trebled in the past 20 years and of course it will con 
tinue to grow from year to year, consequently the 
tax rate will he less for that reason.
